HIS War-Christmas finds a new Europe 

rising from the ashes of the old; a 

Europe which through stress and terror 

and sacrifice is finding her soul. Ger- 

many, France and England are experi- 

encing a spiritual and material recon- 
struction never belese believed possible. The 
spectacle of nations fighting for their ideals, ex- 
hausting their physical and national resources, sac- 
rificing the flower of their youth and manhood for 
something unattainable is a stupendous tragedy to 
be comprehended only by God Almighty. 

What a contrast is presented when one turns 
from battle-drenched Europe to our own peaceful 
land, the most prosperous country the world has 
ever known. Spiritually Europe’s castigation but 
remotely touches our lives; materially we are reap- 
ing enormous benefits at the expense of suffering 
humanity. But what will it profit us if in the end 
we lose the spiritual essence? Making no sacrifices, 
enduring no pangs of denial, we are eagerly fattening 
on the blood of Europe. Individually we refuse 
to face the horrible picture; the church weeps in 
agony, realizing its impotence to stay the slaughter 
of innocents; the world without our boundaries 
senses a day of reckoning; and our national life 
is on the verge of hysterical madness. Prosperity 
is blinding us to the eternal verities of life; it is 
bringing us neither enduring happiness nor compla- 
cent comfort. Though not at war, nevertheless 
but once before have we been so stirred with national 
unrest. 

During the War of the Rebellion certain men made 
great fortunes, but the people as a whole both North 
and South came through suffering to a realization 
of the true philosophy of peace on carth, good will 
toward men. Since last Christmas our wealth has 
increased twofold, our standards of living have been 
debauched, our ideals weakened, our sense of re- 
sponsibility toward others stifled. Even before 
the war, the United States was the richest country in 
the world. Our developed natural resources gave 
us first place, with Great Britain second and Ger- 
many third. What are we doing with this wealth? 
Our hearts have been frequently torn by pathetic 
tales of Europe's suffering, and we have cuddled 
our emotions ~ contributing more or less to relief 
funds. To be sure, since October 1914, we have 
given some eight million dollars to the destitute 
Belgians, and in the same period of time our mer- 
chants and manufacturers have made a clear profit 
of thirty million dollars out of the destruction of 
Belgium—verily, charity begins at home! 
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With the dawn of the Christmas season the con- 
trast between the United States and impoverished 
Europe is appallingly vivid. Germany, enduring 
the loss of untold numbers of her citizens, her 
women and children patient in their desolation, is 
imbued with a depth of devotion and patriotism 
that is magnificent. The children, growing up in 
these days of self-denial, can not help but be stronger 
in spirit than their fathers. Economically Germany 
has proven herself a miracle of efficiency. Last 
Christmas the impression was strong that she could 
be starved into peace. To-day the world realizes 
that her economic power of resistance is unbroken, 
for in the last analysis, Germany’s economic 
strength lies in the spirit of her people, in their 
willingness and ability to make sacrifices for the 
Fatherland. 

Christmas, always more of a religious festival in 
Germany than in other countries, is looked forward 
to as a day of utter sadness and bitter memories. 
The lighter things of life have passed away, dancing 
and dining have lost their savour, and the once 
notorious night-life of Berlin has ceased. The lack 
of young men in the towns is particularly notice- 
able. During the early months of the war this lack 
was not so noticeable, for even during the heaviest 
campaigns married men were given frequent leave. 
Then too it was necessary that large numbers of 
men be detailed to industrial occupations. With 
the progress of the war, however, women in large 
numbers have taken the place of men, leaving the 
latter free to return to the front. Even in the 
Krupp works at Essen a large proportion of the 
ninety thousand workers are women. 


ONE of the surprising facts, little known to the 

outside world, is that large numbers of German 
men in active service continue to produce many 
necessities of life. Agriculture is carried on to 
within one hundred yards of the trenches, and in 
addition there has been developed back of the 
trenches a most extensive system of cattle farming, 
with dairies and slaughter-houses complete. 

It is this remarkable systematization of living, 
this masterly organization of details by the Gov- 
ernment, that has sustained Germany’s resources. 
And it has all been for her enduring benefit. Before 
the war, the members of Germany’s upper classes 
were extravagant in their ways of living and the 
intellectuals more extravagant in their ways of 
thinking. The present cataclysm, overthrowing 
all previous standards, is shaping a new nation. 

It has been said that of all the nations at war,

France and Germany alone were prepared for lofty 
sacrifice. The former country, as the battle-field, is 
sublime in her patriotism. Possessing the “freedom 
of the seas”’, she has not been called upon to face the 
economic problems which confront her enemy, but 
the toll exacted in men and money has been as great, 
if not greater, than from Germany. France too 
has performed miracles; her military and political 
unification, together with the wonderful quickening 
of the religious feeling among her people, are the 
most impressive phenomena of the war. “All for 
France” are no futile words. The complete oblit- 
eration of over one million of her men has not dis- 
heartened her, but it has made her think of the 
future in terms of children instead of francs. It 
is significant that at this time, when peace seems as 
far off as ever, France is preparing to increase 
her birth-rate. The great economists and savants 
of the country are studying the question of natality, 
and laying the foundation for a system of living in 
which all ranks of society must participate. 

Belgians, Serbs and Poles are dependent on the 
yhilanthropy of the world; their countries have 
bens practically annihilated and all civilized coun- 
tries are giving aid. That there are two million 
destitute women and children in northern France 
is not so fully understood. The Belgian Commis- 
sion feeds and clothes them, not on money donated 
by America, but on allowances granted by the 
French Government. Laving aside all questions of 
humanity, the alarmingly low birth-rate, since 1880, 
makes the protection of the children a national 
necessity. To continue as a nation, France must 
keep them alive. They must not only be fed and 
clothed, but trained and educated, else France will 
lose more by the war than she can ever retrieve. 
And this labour of reconstruction must continue 
for years. 

As for Great aeitalauptl recently there has been 
no great contrask betwéen pre-war days and the 
present, but the Lg» ty is becoming more and 
more noticeable. The loss of half a million men has 
had its effect; the colour of life is changing. The 
self-complacency, the social and intellectual snob- 
bery of the past half-century is breaking down under 
the strain. Everywhere throughout the United 
Kingdom people who had been content merely to 
live, whose lives were cluttered with trivialities, now 
eagerly seize hold of themselves with both hands; 
they are even becoming conscious of their souls. 
A small but significant thing that indicates the new 
state of mind is the crusade against the vulgarity of

One 
would-be hostess was frankly indignant the other 
day because she had tired herself out telephoning to 
all the hospitals for a party of wounded to come to 
her for tea. Everywhere the reply was, “All our 
wounded are booked up. If you give us a week's 
notice, we might move be able to manage a small 
group.” 

This matron, it developed, had arranged a garden- 
yvarty for seventy friends and had learned at the 
ast minute that only forty or so were coming. To 
telephone for a party of wounded had seemed a 
happy and kindly inspiration till she tried it. 
“What did you do?” some one asked. “Oh,” she 
said, “it turned out all right. The forty women 
who came had been selling flags all day and they ate 
up everything. I never saw people so ravenous.” 
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N unwonted nocturnal silence has come upon 
London, since we can no longer whistle for 
cabs. This, together with the searchlights playing 
their celestial game over the darkened streets, 
makes the town strangely beautiful at night. One 
never tires of watching the long pencils of light 
sweeping across the sky, suggesting, as some one 
prettily said “children searching for angels” 
though Zepps have never been called that before. 
With the shortening of the day has come a new 
“Zepp calendar”, now largely in favour. It 
“picks off’’ the moonless nights, as the “gas bags” 
never come when the moon is shining, and warns 
the householder of likely raid nights. This is a 
real convenience, and it only remains for some one 
to discover how to get taxis now that petrol is so 
short and cabs so few, and we are not allowed to 
blow for them. 

Many cabs are also laid up from lack of drivers; 
as people still insist on amusing themselves and their 
officer friends they have to go home by tube, bus 
and even tram.

The drawback of many steps, for 
the buildings are sams ascenseur, is compensated for 
by the view from the windows, which takes in the 
historical reaches of London’s river from the Tower 
to Westminster. There are some slight restrictions 
for the war brides to observe, for the Temple is 
a law unto itself. Piano playing is not allowed be- 
tween ten and six, and dog barking is firmly re- 
pressed during these hours.

He fires himself from his job, lords it over 
his fellows, flirts with the demon Grandma, falls in love with the 
flapper daughter of his boss, and worsts the latter in a business deal. 
The Flapper, played by Florence Shirley, becomes interested in Bean 
when she discovers a mummy in his room. The reincarnated Ram- 
Tah, it develops, had sent to Egypt for what is left of his original 
ancestor. Those who know the story chortle over the play; those who 
meet Bunker Bean for the first time on the stage have to get used to 
him, but every one laughs when the Flapper says, “Oh, Bunker, I 
am so glad you like good literature—I just love Robert Chambers!” 
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The Castilian tango, originated by 
Miss Hawkesworth, is derived from 
the folk dances of Spain and 
Guatemala. Executed to the ac- 
companiment of a marimba band, 
the dance is peculiarly effective. 
The marimba, a native Guatemalan 
instrument, lends itself admirably 
lo the sharp variations of the new 
dance, and the haunting melodies 
ot Central America promise to be- 
come more popular than those of 
Hawaii.

and there is no denying the freshness and charm and distinction that a graceful bit of statuary or a lovely basin can impart to an 
entrance-hall or room.

Beautiful head-dresses need not always be of 
jewels—some wonderful effects are obtained 
with brocade turbans that have long floating 
ends of tulle. A wreath of flowers on the head 
of a young girl is permissible, but then what is 
not permissible to “youth with its tender 
passionate eyes” and its rosy, velvety skin, 
except diamond diadems? 

One thing.that I have noticed in this country 
is the enormous size of the stones worn and the 
odd times chosen to display them.

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Gowns for Formal Occasions

HE trend toward simplicity in both silhouette and design, following 
fast on the heels of the elaborately draped effects of the past two 
years, is purely logical. Fashion is always influenced by the spirit 
of the times, and we find, therefore, that the éail/leur and other day 
costumes are decidedly unostentatious. The slim outline and the 
straight 2fiect of the present mode are fashion’s acknowledgment 

that she too is dictated to by the war. The rumour that “fashions are to be 
Directoire” arises from the fact that this simple line followed the outbreak of 
the French Revolution. It formed a period in costuming, not a fashion, as one 
might suppose from the recent discussions. ; 

There is a direct connection between our winter modes and the European 
conflict. The psychological effect of world conditions on fashion is never fully 
understood by the lay mind. In the first year of the war the incoherency of 
fashion was very marked. With the passing of time, the minds of the couturiers, 
like those of the civil and military strategists, have become clear and settled. 
The result is the present coherent, dignified, carefully planned mode—a mode 
that is in all respects worthy of the period producing it. It must not be taken 
for granted, however, that our nineteen-sixteen fashions are entirely due to the 
omg of to-day. Far from it; they are the logical outgrowth of all fashions 
that have gone before. The early Grecian, not the modern, is a distinct in- 
fluence to-day. Some of the loveliest of the evening gowns show this straight,

The diapha- 
nous draperies of the Greeks, for example, and 
the excessive extension of the Venetian skirts 
are impossible for modern use, even for mod- 
ern adaptation. 

At first blush, the present fashions seem 
not only simple but economical. In reality, 
we are closer to the extravagance of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries than we have 
ever been, but our extravagance is unpreten- 
tious. The woman who makes a show, who 
emphasizes her wealth by a great display is 
not “good form”. She may, however, wear a 
fortune in furs and fabrics, and the casual ob- 
server will not be conscious of the fact. 

Some of the gowns on these pages were 
selected because they are interesting examples 
of what fashion deems extravagant simplic- 
ity. The day dress, for example, of the new 
supple velvet is essentially simple in outline, 
although it boasts the new overskirt and er- 
mine trimmings. The waist-line is slightly 
below normal. The white velvet evening 
costume, with its sequin bodice and draped 
skirt, is an excellent example of the gown 
which is worn for the opera and other formal 
occasions. The beauty of its fabric places it 
well within the “extravagant class”.

The address 
found, I sauntered forth and came, after a 
walk of a few minutes, to a dignified house 
facing a “Place”. The emblem of the U.S. A. 
gave me a real thrill. I had seen it often 
before in European cities, but it had not meant 
so much to me as it does now. I suppose it ts 
because I now consider myself more closely 
connected with it. 

I rang the bell and waited several minutes. 
I looked at my watch. It was half-past ten. 
Then I looked at the brass plate to one side 
of the door and read: “Hours for Visitors 
from 11.30 A. M. to 1 P. M.” So I was 
ahead of time.

choose books for young children, but the girl 
who is anywhere from fifteen to seventeen 
years old is a real problem. She is in a class 
by herself, and “on the border” of so many 
things in so many ways. She is apt to 
be resentful of “improving” books or those 
which imply any intimate connection with 
childhood, and she is usually eager for 
novels. Fortunately, even in our age of ex- 
treme sophistication, there are many delight- 
ful novels which will satisfy this craving for 
romance without imparting unnecessary in- 
formation of the more sordid details of life.

in constructing home-made apparatus “QMe- 
chanics, Indoors and Out,” by Frederick 
Thomas Hodgson is a most “handy” book 
for every housekeeper to have about, as is the 
one on “Working in Metals’, by Charles 
Conrad Sleffel. Of interest to the whole 
family are Ellen Fddy Shaw's “Gardening 
and Farming’’; “Outdoor Work", by Mary 
Rogers Miller; and “Outdoor Sports and 
Games’’, by Claude H. Miller. The guide 
and index which accompany these books will 
be useful to the parent who is glad of assist- 
ance in keeping the active child busy. 

Another set, ““The Boys’ and Girls’ Book 
Shelf”, published by the University Society. 
is exceedingly worth while, when the needs of 
a large family are under consideration; the 
various volumes are carefully planned to meet 
the requirements of children of all ages 
These volumes contain reprints from the bet-

United States of America. Now—what have 
I got to do?”’

This set and “The 
Book of Knowledge’’ are valuable as a stim- 
ulus in reading; the children always love to 
take them to school, and they make excellent 
supplementary readers. 

Some vears ago the supervisor of a delight- 
ful reading-room for children said, “There 
is one great thing needed in books for children 
and that is just the right sort of Bible Stories.” 
That need has been very well met by Nora 
Archibald Smith in her book of “Old, Old 
Tales from the Old, Old Book.”’ This book 
is exceedingly well arranged; the text of the 
Bible is used wherever possible, and for chil- 
dren of ten years old, and older, we know of 
nothing better. For younger children, the 
old way of telling the stories by pictures will 
always be the best way, and with this book 
and Hunting’s “Story of Our Bible” any 
mother can get sugRestion and material for 
the story hour.
